intelligence or capacity for self-support to 
find a dollar’s worth of work to do in a city 
of a half million people. They have unani- 
mously accepted pauperism as a natural 
and rather agreeable mode of life, and if 
proper encouragement is held out to them, 
they will continue and keep themselves in a 
condition to excite the philanthropy which 
now feeds them. 

It would not be a bad idea for the 
authorities to make arrangements for ship- 
ping these helpless paupers back to their 
original homes, and taking strict precau- 
tions to prevent a recurrence of the 
perience. The city has paupers enough to 
support without being made an asylum for 
the destitution and helplessness of the South- 
ern negroes, and itis about time that the 
ordinance against the importation of pau- 
pers sheuld be enforced. At any rate it is 
very certain that the people of St. Louis, 
without respect to previous condition, have 
had enough of this exodus business. St. 
Louis does not want any more of it, its 
heart does not bleed for the poor African, 
it hears philanthropists and

Striking Changes Made in the Con- 
struction of Dwellings. 


= | 
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An Increased Taste for the True 
and the Beautiful. 


Some Examples of the Latest Improve- 
ments in Domestic Architecture. 


Thirty years ago there was not in St. 
Louis who was entitled tothe d?stif€tion of be- 
ing called a professional architect. Those who 
constructed houses then were nothing~ but 
builders and contractors. They drew their 
own plans or sent to New York for them. The 
first architect who ever came to St. 
Louis was a gentleman from the 
East, who’ built the Church of the Messiah, 
now being converced into a theater by Mr. 
Charles Pope. There was but little taste or art 
disviayed in building here until a short time 
previous to the war, and no very great progress 
was made until the war was over. Since 1866 
many splendid business houses have 
been erected according to plans. as 
good as those employed in Boston or New 
York. The architects of 8t. Louis have made 
confessedly much greater progress in commer- 
cial or business architecture than they bave in 
domestic or home architecture. It is entirely 
natural that this should bethecase. Utility in 
a young and rapidly growing community 
always takes precedence of artistic elegance. 
The latter comes only from the culture that 
wealth and prosperity bring. There has been 

A WONDERFUL ADVANCE 

inthe construction of residences in this city 
during the lastten years. Previous tothat time 
there had been a number of palatial resi- 
dences put up, but they were generally 
huge, barn-like arrangements that had many 
more attractions on the outside than conveni- 
ences onthe inside. But the dwellings of the 
very rich constitute a very small portion ofa 
city, and it is in the homes of the middle 
classes where there areto be found the best 
examples of the growth of a general taste for 
the beautiful and the artistic. There 
will be found the greatest ad- 
vances iu the construction and 
ornamentation of homes. Fifty thousand dol- 
lars will build a magnificent residence any- 
where andat any time, but it has been only 
recently that even a neatly appearing one 
could be built for $4,000. It may be surprising 
to state that a majority of what are denomin- 
ated fine residences in St. Louis are built Jat 
ranging irom $8,000 to 
$16,000. Since 1875 there have 
probably not been put up in St. 
Louis half a dozen residences that cost 
$30,000. Two ot these, Mrs. Maffit’s and Ger- 
ard B. Allen’s, have been built in the last 
twelve months. 

The best examples of home architecture, ac- 
cording to the latest and most tmproved ideas, 
to be scenin St. Louis, are some of the dwell- 
ings recently put up on Pine street, Olive street 
and Washington avenuc, near Grand avenue.

SOME STRIKING NOVELTIES. 

They are intended to meet the requirements 
of people who do not wanta large house, but 
wbo want an elegant one. The fronts are made 
of Bedford limestone, whieh, after atime, be- 
comes almost as white marble. They 
are two stories high, with an attic, and are fin- 
ished with a “strong feeling ot the Eastlake 
style, which has become so popular in furni- 
ture frescoing and ail «inds of house ornamen- 
tation of late. The windews are double and 
the shutters made of black walnut with vellow 
pine panels polished and without paint.

PERTAINING TO PENSIONS. 


A Synopsis of What is Being Done by the 
Missouri Agency. 


The Character of the Disbursements and 
their Total Amounts. 


A reporter for the Post-DISPATCH called on 
Maj. Rufus Campion, Pension Agent, this 
morning,in order to obtain information in 
which the public are _ interested but 
which they seldom have an op- 
portunity of obtaining unless they 
Jlook after it themyelves. The district over 
which Maj. Campion has jurisdiction is known 
as the Missouri District, and comprises the 
States of Missouri, Kansas and Colorado, and 
the Territory of New Mexico. It can be readily 
seen the district is a large one and it requires a 
little more than ordinary execntive ability to 
conduct the affairs of the office in a manner 
satisfactory tothe authorities at Washington 
and to the quarterly creditors who demand the 
punctual payment of their pensions when due. 

There are over twelve thousand persons from 
the States and Territory named who four times 
ayear sign and sweartothe truthfulness ofa 
voucher made in duplicate form in the above 
office before they receive their checks. To ac- 
complish this work a clerical force of experts 
isemployed whose day’s werk never consists 
of less than ten hours, and each hour 
they must be in possession of their 
wits, for the least erroroccurring would be the 
means of delaying payments and creating much 
disorcer in the department. 

A large portion of pensioners who receive 
benefits through this office are scattered 
throughout the Union from Maine to Florida, 
and the agent is dependent upon the regulari- 
ty ofthe mailsto prove that he is doing his 
duty. There is one invalid soldicr, Charles 
Rice, who resides at Westhoffen, Alsace, 
Germany, and is saliowed $96 per annum. 
He was formerly trom this city, where be en- 
listed in the regular army and served under 
Custer, but was discharged on account of being 
consumptive shortly before the massacre of 
tbat command. 

The highest military pension paid 
by the Government was that awarded 
to Gen. Shields, being $100 per month. 
By aspecial actor the recent extra session of 
Congress this pension was continued and will 
be paid in future to the widow of the deceased. 
The next highest paid is that of $72 per month, 
the number given this amount being about sev- 
en hundred. 

About ninety percent of the pensions paid 
in this district is on account of the !ate rebel- 
lion,the balance going to survivors of the Mex- 
ican war, the warof 1812, andthree widows 
whose husbands were engaged in the war of 
the Revolution. There are no pensions paid to 
invalid soldiers for services during that strug- 
zie, the last survivor, Duniel F. Bakeman, 
Raving died at Freedom, N. Y., April 5, 1859, 
at the age of 109. 

The total amount paid pensioners by this 
agency during the fiscul year ending June 30, 
1878, was $1,506,728 83. The amount puid 
from that time to the corresponding period in 
1879 was $1,635,091 98, an increase of $128,- 
363 15. This does not include the payments 
of arrears, which are kept separate and ina 
different manner from the regular pension 
items. The amount of arrears disbursed is 
$356,168 24, which added to the regular pen- 
sions paid during the past year swells the to- 
tal to $1,991,260 22. 

At present the United States is second only 
to Great Britxinin amount of pensions paid, 
the latter ranking first on account of the nany 
gratuities awarded men in civil life for distin- 
guishbing themselves in science or art. The 
appropriations tor this department, however, 
are increasing yearly, and the worthy onject tu 
which they are applied satisfies the nation and 
reconciles it to its growing extravagance. 
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THE GREAT ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


The First Successful Illustration of Its Prac. 
tical Use in St. Louis. 

Many people who have read of the marvel- 
ous electric light still entertain doubts con- 
cerning its practical success.

A MOUNTAIN OF FAT. 


Charles Johnson, Weighing Four Hundred 
Pounds, Stricken With Apoplexy—An En- 
ormous Body Measuring Six Feet Around 
the Waist— Building a Coffin for the Corpse 
—The Giant’s Habits. 
[From the Washineton Post.) 

There is one greatness of the mind and 
another greatness ot the body. Charlies John- 
son, a colored mano, who died yesterday at his 
house, No. 906 Third street, was noticeable 
1or the jatter’‘to a phenomenal degree. Not 
tnat be was different in the mental qualifica- 
tions, but his physical part was the more prom- 
inent by a large majority,and form, the motive 
ofthis sketch. Born aslave on the estate of 
Charles Carroll, of Carroll county, Md., 
in 1869, Johnson was in early life 


of large, but not « phemonenal, 
proportions. He was hberated some year or 
two beforethe war,and moved into the Dis- 
trict befoie that event. By that time he had 
zrewnvery stont,and weighed in the neirgh- 
borhood of 3U0 pounds. 
unfitting him asit did for farm work, was the 
principal reason for his emancipation. Witn- 
out a trade and with a large family of children 
and grandchildren depending on bim, Johnson 
hada bard battle to keep the wolf from the 
door. He settied on a vacant lot on the corner 
of Third and K streets, now oceupied by a brick 
grocery, and built himself a small frame shan- 
ty, where he set up a cobbling bench, and 
by bis almost courtly politeness, added to the 
fame of his bulk, soon began to earn a liveli- 
hood, and has raised his large family in com- 
arative comfort. His immense bulk bas made 
iim an object of curiosity to manyin the city, 
while his eatire uprightness of conduct has 
caused him to be as widely respected. In point 
of size he has had two rivals, but neither of 
them are now liviug here. ‘*Doc’’ Gudgeon, a 
white man, who was bornin the same neigh- 
borhood with Johnson, weighed at the time ot 
bis death, five years since, about four bundred 
pounds. Onone occasion a foot race was ar- 
ranged between the two. Gudgeon,although the 
most active in moving about, was being badly 
beaten, when his opponent tripped and fell, 
giving aneasy victory to the other. Uncle 
Charley’s other rival was Capt. Gordon, who 
formeriy kept a feed storein the city, but now 
in the Black Hills. In family history there was 
notbing remarkable about Johnson, except 
that he had two sisters and one daughter, who 
nearly approached his own bulk. One ot the 
former stiil }i ves in Carroll county, and is the 
mcther of a large family of children, all of av- 
erage size. The tat daughter lives, butis un- 
married at forty-six. ‘‘Aunt Eliza,’’ the 
-helpmate of Uncle Charley,is a little wonan 
weighing about seventy-five pounds, and ap- 
peared to teel deep grief at the 
death of her decidedly better-half. Both have 
been regular attendants at St. Aloysius Catho- 
lic Church, and the dead giant confessed and 
was absolved by Father Jenkins as late as 
Saturday-week. The church people have been 
in the habit of presenting their bulky brother 
with anew suit of clothes at each Christmas, 
made of such substantial material that they 
sufficed forthe whole year. Thecloth used in 
these clothes was sufficient for three ordinary 
men. The tailor had to repeat the stale joke of 
asking his customer to bold the tape while he 
went around, for the girth of Uncle Char- 
ley was a serious mattertorthe man to at- 
tempt to encirele, he being over six feet 
around the waist. His shoulders measured 
three feet two inches across, and his hips the 
same. When a young man he was said to have 
stood over six feet, but at death was but five 
feetsix inches. Inthe manner of his taking 
off there was a simpleness and gentleness well 
compoiting with his characterin life. He had 
been fora walk inthe park, afew blocks dis- 
taunt, and returned about seven o’clock in the 
morning. Sitting down, he, reached for his 
work, but at the same moment was noticed to 
full buck in his chair, murmuring as he did 
so, ‘‘I think I'll rest.’’ His death caused a 
painful excitement in the neighborhood andthe 
house was crowded with people anxious to take 
a lust glance at bis tace. His weight at death 
was slightly under tour hundred pounds, and 
therefore the arrangements for the funeral, 
which are inthe hands of Nelson & Dabney,are 
matters of considerable difficulty. No ordinary 
casket will contain the huge bulk, and a coffin 
is now being built of such proportions and 
strength as will insurea safe interment. It 
be over three feet across and two 
six inches in height. The cylinder 
to be tuken out of an ordinary 
large ice casket, and even then there is 
not suflicient room for ice enough to serve 
without constant renewal. The funeral will 
tuke place at 11 o’clock on Sunday morning, 
and the interment at Mount Olivet Cemetery, 
where a aerave of extra size will have to ve 
made. Itis probable that the side of the frame 
house in which the body lies will have to be 
torn out to allow ofits removal. John-on wus 
very fond of gin, of which he would @rink all 
he could obtain; but claimed to be a tewper- 
ance an and despised beer or whisky. 
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WHERE TWO LOST CHILDREN WERE. 


They Are Discovered, Uninjared, in a Hole 
Fifty Feet Deep. 


{from the Pottsville (Penn.) Miners’ Journal. } 

On Thursday morning John Henry, aged 13, 
and his sister Alice, aged 9, left their mother’s 
house, near Turkey Run, for the purpose of 
picking berries. The children were familiar 
with the mountain paths tor milesaround their 
bome, and consequently, when they did not 
return for dinner, their mother was not at all 
frightened. Whenthe afternoon passed, how- 


out the appearance of the youngsters, 
Mrs. Henry became worried, and started out 
to look for them. After wandering around 


until dark without finding the children, Mrs. 
Ilenry became greatly frightened, and when 
her husband, whois a miner, returned from 
work, she insisted on his calling on the neigh- 
bors to assistin searching for the lostones, A 
number of neighbors were notified, and, as the 
news spread rapidiv, a party of eleven persons 
soon started out in search of the children, 
Messengers were at once dispatched to Gilber- 
ton, Shenandoah and Mahanoy City, to see if 
the children had strayed to either of those 
places. In the meantime the search was car- 
ried on industriously in the hills that surround 
the home of the little ones, but up to 
midnight noclue to their whereabouts was dis- 
covered. About this time the messengers re- 
turned from the surrounding villages and re- 
ported that they could find no traces of the 
children. The search was carried on diligent- 
ly, bowever, and between 1 and 2 o’clock one 
of the hunters named Peter H. Mullen heard a 
faint cry for help issue from a tincketon a 
hill just above the village ot Gilberton, and on 
running inthat direction came uponan old 
sink hole, at the vottom of which he heaad the 
children, who, in answer to his inquiries, said 
they were unhurt, but could not getout. Pe- 
ter’s shouts soon brought reintorcements to the 
spot, and among them came Mrs. Henry, 
the distracted mother, who had spent the en- 
tire night in the hills looking for her little ones. 
Her joy on learning that they had been found 
and were uninjured proved more than her mind 
could bear and she fainted. As the pit in which 
the ehildren were is about fifty teet deep and 
has perpendicular sides,the children could not 
be got out witbout a rope;so oneof the party 
was dispatched to Gilberton, and in about haif 
an hour be returned with the desired article. 
The rope was fastened around Mr. Henry’s 
waist, and withalanternin his hand he was 
lowered into the black depths of 
the pit. The boy was first § hoisted 
up and then Mr. Henry and the littie girl. The 
children state thatthey were picking berrics 
when the bank on which they were standing 
crumbled beneath their feet, and they were 
carried tothe bottom. Stranye to gay, beyond 
a few bruises and scratches, the little ones were 
unhurt. The boy says the accident occurred 
about 9 or 10 o’clock, anu consequently they 
were confined in the pit nearlv sixteen hours. 
Fortunately,tne sink-hote the children fell into 
did not, like the majority of such places, con- 
tain water, or they would in all probability 
have been drowned.

Falling 250 Feet and Breaking but One Bone— 
Tragic Ending of a Tea Party. 


[From the New York Sun. ] 

David M. Anderson, a young man employ- 
ed in a hardware store at 35 Cliff street in this 
city, lay in the residence of Mr. George S. 
Coe, in Englewood, N.J.. yesterday after- 
noon, suffering fram numerous wounds re- 
ceived in a tumble over the Palisades,and it is 
considered almost miraculous that he escaped 
with his life. Last Friday evening several of 
the young people of Englewood weré invited 
to attend an open sir tea party at ti resi- 
dence of Mr. Coe, the President of the 
American Exchange National Bank of 
this city, who has a beautiful home at 


Englewood. His grounds ex.end back to the 
Palisades. and included in them is a narrow 
defile lined by perpendicular wails of rock and 
known as **ihe®gorge.’’ The gentlemen. in 
the party were Mr. Coe’s son and his nephews, 
George 8S. and James H. Coe, William Stan- 
ley, Mr. Shaw and Mr. Anderson. Several of 
the young gentlemen drove up from the vil- 
lage and tied their horses to trees on the brink 
of the Palisades. The heads of the horses 
were turned from the river. All the horses 
were very close to the edge of the gorge, and 
that of Mr. Stanlev was so close that the 
rear wheels of his carriage were only a few 
feet from the brink. 

When the party sat down to refreshments at 
about 10 o’clock, one of the young ladies ob- 
served that there were thirteen present, and 
that because of the superstition of ill-luck at- 
tached to that number they must be careful. 
This remark led toa repetition of the super- 
stitious legends and traditions that are hinged 
upon the number thirteen. The conversation 
had followedin that direction for some time 
when it was observed that Mr. Stanley’s horse 
Was very restless. Several ofthe young men 
started to attend to the horse, but }@st as they 
reached the point where he was picketed the 
animal broke loose and becked over the preci- 
pice. The young men s.epped 


UPON THE VERGE 
and looked over to see how far the horse had 
fallen. What occurred is best told by one of 
the party who was a little behind the others. 
**He had just been singing a song,’’ he 
said, *‘*the words of which were about the 
mystic number thirteen, when some one cried 


out. ‘There goes one of the horses over the 
gorge.’ I jumped up and saw the horse just 
as he broke from his fastening and disappear- 
ed. Fora minute I was paralyzed. When I 
did creep near the gorge I saw flashes of light 
fly from the rocks far down. These 
sparks shone through the trees as 
horse and wagon quickly passed 
to the roadbed at the river’s bank. Hardly 
had I time to notice them before I was chilled 
with a shriek, and, looking,<I saw Anderson 
falling with lightning speed down the steep 
sides. The shricks of the women andthe 

suppressed groans of the men of the party re- 
called me. I neverexperienced such a feel- 
ing. Ithoucht thatI, too, was going over 
the cliff. The excitement Was so intense that 
now I wonderthat more of us did not fall 
down.’’ 

The distance to the foot of the gorge is fifty 
feet. And from that point the Palisades slope 
outward very slightly until they reach. the 
river. Those looking over the edge heard 
the body of their cempanion strike with 
a dull thud, and then slide and tum- 
ble among the bushes and over 
the rocks about 200 feet further 
down. As soon as they regained their self- 

ossession one of the party started for Mr.Coe’s 

ouse and another took a carriage to go fora 
physician, while the rest ran along the edge 
of the bluffa long distance to where a wind- 
ing road begins to descend the face of the cliff. 
Mr. Coe joined the party of rescuers. they 
were encouraged in their search by the fact 
that one of the number had been thoughtful 
enough to call from the top ofthe cliff tothe 
fallen man. At first a groan was the only re- 
sponse. but at length they heard the feeble 

nswer, ‘‘Help, help.’ 

It was nearly anhour before the party of 
escuers 

FOUND ANDERSON, 


They had to pick their way along danger- 
ous ledges, clinging to bushes and small un- 
derbrush fora support. They were uncertain 
of the exaet direction to take, and lost time 
until they got within sound of the wounded 
Moans. His body had been caught in 


thelimbs of afallentree that lay across a 
little gully. Hewas suspended by his arms 
and his feet only touched the ground. Below 
him afewrods lay the dead horse and the 
wreck of the carriage. From the latter a 
stretcher was improvised, and the apparently 
dying man was borne on it to a carriage on the 
roadway. 

Two hours passed from the time Anderson 
fell-until he was placed in the carriage. He 
was taken to Mr. Coe’s house.where Dr. Cur- 
rie, of Englewood, was awaiting his arrival. 
Neither he nor any.of his anxious friends ex- 
pected to see the young man alive. A careful 
examination showed that only one bone was 
broken. the smaller bone of the right fore- 
erm. But Andersori’s face and head were 
in a terrible condition. Parts of 
his scalp had _ been torn off and 
his face was cut bevond recognition. Intense 
as his sufferings were, he had not fainted nor 
did he lose consciousness while his wounds 
were being dressed. The broken bone was 
first set. and then Dr. Currie spent several 
hours in dressing the wounds on the head. 
The doctor said last night that he did not be- 
lieve any other living man ever had so many 
stitches taken in his head. Sofar as could be 
learned Anderson had suffered no internal in- 
juries. 

Anderson’s first fall from the overhanging 
rock was a sheer descent of fifty feet, and he 
tumbled and slid at least 200 feet further. 
The physician thinks Anderson struck on his 
right side andarm. Heis a stout, muscular 
pet th man.

HOW CAPT. AKEY SAVED HIS LIFE. 


Facing Fifty Cocked Revolvers Without 
a Tremor or Loss of Color. 
[From the Eureka Leader. } 

Capt. Akey, who killed a man in Nevada 
the other day, was mining in Tuolumne coun- 
ty, Cal., when the war broke out, and,with a 
number of other residents, volunteered his 
services. A company was raised, all good 
men, and he was elected captain. Much to 
their disappointment the Government decided 
to keep them in California, and they were er- 
dered to Humboldt Bay. Akey’s head was 
turned by the authority conferred upon him, 
and he began aseries of petty persecutions 
which almost drove his men mad. They bore 
it for months, until it passed beyond the lim- 
its of endurance, and then they resolved to 
end it. This resolve took the form of a deter- 
mination never to obey another command of 
Akey’s. This was nothing more nor less than 
mutiny, and was punishable with death; 
but the boys preferred that to the tyranny 
under which they had groaned and suffered so 
long. 

An order had been received to proceed from 
Humboldt Bay to Red Binffs, and Akey went 
by way ofthe ocean to San Francisco, while 
the company crossed the mountains. They 
were encamped on the bank of the Sacramen- 
10 River when he arrived, and the crisis came 
as soon as he put his footin camp, He called 
the company out on parade, and ordered all 
those who had resolved to repudiate him to 
step two paces to the front. Ninety men, the 
entire company, firmly took the steps. The 
Sheriff of Tehama County was with him, and, 
turning to that oflicer, he asked himif he 
would assist him in arresting the orderly ser- 
geant. The officer replied that he would,and 
the two started to do so, when they were both 
covered with fifty revolvers, the ominous 
click of which sounded painfully in- 
tense. The Sheriff took to his heels. 
and never stopped until he reached 
the ferry, a quarter ofa mile distant, but 
Akey confronted the angry men as coolly as if 
nothing extraordinary was happening. The 
color never left his face, nor did a tremor dis- 
turb his equanimity, although he fully realized 
that the men were thirsting for his blood. 
Nothing but his bravery sav ed him, for they 
bad fully determined upon killing him, but as 
he ran his eyes up and down the Tine and said, 
‘*Boys,the odds are too much,’’ they respect- 
ed his courage, dropped their weupons, and 
allowed him slowly to retire. The upshot of 


| the affair was that he was relieved of his com- 
| mand, and, after an investigation of the cir- 
| cumstances, was discharged from the service.

A PIQUED MAN’S 5 FREAK.

He Sues Two Young Ladics’ Father for 
Taking Them Out to Ride. 
[From the Kingston (N. Y.) Freeman. | 

A suit quite out of the ordinary line was 
tried at Ellenville not long since, in which 
the plaintiff was John Nicholas and the de- 
fendant George Blumenaer, and the action 
brought fer services in taking the defendant’s 
handsome’ daughters out riding. The par- 
ties reside in that delightful region known 
as the Drowned Lands, back of 
Ellenville, and are farmers,  well-to- 
do. and blessed with the comforts of 
this life. among thein being a fine team of 
horses which the plaintiff prided himself upon 
as being the quickest of foot, the most hardy 
in a long chase, and the best for all kinds of 
work in that part of the county. On the side 
of tue defendant there were two young ladies, 
bandsome, agreeable and intelligent, natural- 
ly the belles of the place, and sought for by 
the young men as the rarest specimens for 
wives to be found anywhere. Ladies love 
horses, and so it Was a most natural thing that 
the plaintiff should ask them to ride behind 
the gallant team, which they did several 
times, enjoying such rides as only girls 
with youth and beauty can enjoy 
them. This smoothness of the pathway 
did not continue. Troublesome onstacles fell 
in the way of their friendship. Whether oth- 
er suitors came, who were looked upon with 
more favor, or whether the defendant was too 
strict in the Sunday night orders of his house- 
hold, was not disclosed on the trial, and, 
therefore, is lost to the public; but cold words 
came, then hard feelings, until it culminated 
in the plaintiff bringing an actionin Justice’s 
Court, before A. S. Weller, Esq., a Justice 
of the Peace at Ellenville, against the father 
and demanding $4 for taking the daughters 
out riding. The defense was that the ser- 
vices bad been rendered without the request 
of the defendant, and for the sole benefit and 
enjoyment of the plaintiff; also that an offer 
of $1 had been made to settle the affair by one 
of the young ladies, which he had refused to 
take. Counsel was employed on- both sides 
and, after a protracted legal combat which 
was waged with that persistency, vigor of ex- 
pression and eloquenee known tothe Ellenville 
bur, it was left with the Justice, who decided 
to nonsuit the plaintiff, thereby establishing a 
legal precedent that boys and girls should 
know—that taking girls out riding is not that 
class of services for which a recovery can be 
had, as the monopoly of the society of the fair 
one for the time is considered full and ample 
payment.

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LAST NIGHT'S TRAGEDY. 


The Eoieses Investigating the Death 
of Gardner. 


Several Witnesses Testify Con- 
cerning the Killing. 


But Little Light is Thrown on the Mys- 
terious Affair. 


Additional Facts About the Chase and 
its Bloody Sequel. 


Jackson Gardner, a depraved negro, was 
shot to death by soine as yet unknown party 
on Pine street, vetween Fourth and Fifth 
streets, shortly before 11 o’ciock last night. 
At the time of the firing of the tatal shot Gard- 
ner was escaping from the custody ofa po- 
liceman, and though the streets 
were filled with people, the shoot- 
ing remains a mystery. The negro 
was arrested by Officer Wm. D. Hogan on the 
corner of Sixth and Pine streets, on a las- 
civious charge. The officer, who was assigned 
to special duty, being dressed in citizen’s 
clothes atthe time, started tor the Chestnut 
Street Police Station with his prisoner, reyol- 
verinhand. On arriving at the corner of Fifth 
and Chestnut streets Gardner, who 
was a powerful man, struck his captor a heavy 
blow in the pit of the stomach and ran north 
on Pinestreet. Hogan, unable to cry out from 
the effects ot the blow, raised his revolver and 
discharged one chamberx into the air just as the 
fugitive passed the POST-DISPATCH office. The 
pistol shot, besides serving to accelerate 
the negro’s speed, attracted the attention of 
Officers Pat Burke and Fenlon,who were stand- 
ing on the southwest corner of Fifth and Pine 
streets. Discovering the officers, the escaping 
man ran aerocs to the southeast corner: of Pine 
street and turned down, managingto elude a 
blow aimed by Officer Burke’s “elub, who fell 
forward from the torce of the blow. 
Pine street the tugitive sped u ntil on arriving 
opposite the Planters’ House laundry another 
Pistol shot rang out on the night air and he fell 
heavily to the pavement. The discharge of Ot- 
ficer Hogan’s weapons had atjracted the at- 
tention of hundreds, and by the time that the 
second shot was fired the street 
was almost lined with people, and 
yet no one witnessed the second flash, only 
heurd the report. Aconveyance was secnred as 
quickly as possible, and the wounded man ta- 
kentothe Dispensary, Where Dr. Robinson 
proceeded to examine his injumes. He was 
turned upon his face, and as the physician 
stooped over him, he faintly muttered 

**MY POOR SISTER,’’ 
and expired. A further 
showed that the bullet, a large one, had en- 
tered to the left of the spinal column and be- 
low the shoulder blade, penetratine the 
lungs. 

A Coroner’s inque«t may fail to clear up the 
mystery which surrounds Gardner’s death, 
Where the dcadly shot came from is not known 
nor the uuthor. Five hundied 
people were vundoubtcdly on the street at 
the time, vet none s.wthe fash of the second 
shot. Officer Ho:-.n, wnenthe cecond shot 
was fired, was still on Noich Fifth street, and 
but one chamber of his revolver was discharg- 
ed, and the weapons of neither of the romatin- 
ing officers bore evi‘ience of recent firing when 
examined atthe police headquarters before 
midnight. All agree that two sho.s were 
discharged and are aware of the taci tnat Officer 
Iiogan fired the first, ana that he fir-d into the 
air, butarein ignorance of the second. 
present it can only be atir.buted to 
zen who, seeingthe negro escaping, 
to the excitement OL the 
and Cischarged his revolver atthe flee 
with fatal accuracy. 

The authorities are doing everything in their 
power to terret out the case, and Act ng Oap 
tain hennett, of the Central District, is conti- 
dent of clearing by to-morrow at the fur- 
thest.

Jackson Gardner, the victim of last night’s 
tragedy, ifit may be designated, was a 
worthless character of the lowest class of his 
race. He was aboutthirty-fve years of age, 
rather above the medium stature 
and of very powerful build. lie 


was a thief and a vacrant. and had served 
two terms in the Work-bouce under charges of 
larceny. Until recentiy hic headquarters had 
becn ut Gazzo'o’ 8 saloon, on the cornér of 
Thirteenth and st. Char'> ‘streets. He had no 
relatives in this city that are know. to the au- 
thorities, and is su»pesed to haye come to

At 11:30 o’clock this moraing a jury, con- 
Sisting of Walter C. Bailey, Charles Blair, Mi- 
chae) Brooks, J.C. Cunningham, D. McAteer 
and Edward Saxv, was impaneled, and atter 
viewing the bouy at the Morgue, ‘the in- 

uest wus begun. The _—ifirst witness 
examined was 

OFFICER J. J. SLATTERY, 
who testified: ‘‘I recognize the body of the 
man at the Morgue as that of Jackson Gardner, 
colored, I have known him for about one year. 
Something like that period ago I arrested him 
at the instigation of John  Gazzolo, 
a saloon keeper on the corner of 
Thirteenth and St. Charles streets, 
on a charge of stealing liquor from his estab- 
lishment. He was arraigned in the Court of 
Criminal Correction and sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment inthe Work-house. At 
the expiration ot his term deceased was sent 
back on a charge of petit larceny, in stcaltng 
some bedclothes, for a term of another month. 
What he has done since tnat timel know not. 
I know nothing of last night’s shooting.’’ 

SERGEANT SAM BROWN 

next testified: ‘‘Last evening I was on duty at 
the Central Dniustrict Police Station at 
about 11:30 o’clock, when I heard that 
anegro had been shot to death. Presently Of- 
ficer Wm. D. Hogan came in and informed me 
that ne had been detailed in citizen’s dress for 
a special purpose and that while 
cn the corner of Sixth and 
Pine streets he was approached by an un- 
known negro. * * * He arrested him un- 
der a charge of the city 
nances, after ai slight struggle, and 
started to take him to the Chest- 
nut street police station. The prisoner was 
so restiess, according to his story, that he was 
compelled to draw his revolver on him. When 
going to the corner of Fifth and Chestnut streets 
the negro turned, struck him a blow in the 
stomach and ran north to Pine street. 
He cried halt several times and 
then, being without a club, fired one 
cham ber ot nis revolver into the air to attract 
the attention of his brother officers. The 
negro turned down Pine street, 
and he then heard another shot 
and on rounding the corner of Pine steet founda 
that his former prisoner was dead. I question- 
ed Officers Carr, Fenlon and Burke about the 
matter, and all denied any knowledge of who 
fired the fatal shot. Officer Carr, who was 
further away than the remaining officers, 
only heard one _ shot fired. Neither 
Officer Burke nor Fenlon knew Hogan in his 
cit'zea’s clothes, and Officer Burke stated to 
me that he was afraid of getting too 
close to the negro for fear of 
getting in range of the pursuer’s pistol. Atthe 
time of the first shot he is positive that it was 
fired into er ~ aa He huried his club at the 
fugitive he ran around the 
corner of W ell’ s dry goods store. Both Fenlon 
and Burke stated to me that 
neither of them drew their revolvers. 
Heard the second shot fired, 
but knew not from whence it came. I exam- 
ined the revolvers of the three officers very 
minutely. The weapon of Officer Hogan bore 
evidence ot one chamber having 
been dischargec; that of Officer Burke 
had not been discharged at all, while that of 
Officer Fenlon had three empty chambers, which 
he stated had been discharged on the 4th of 
Jast month. LIexamined his weapon closely, 
and found that at least several days had elapsed 
since ithud been discharged. It was about 
balf past eleven o'clock when the officers came 
up from the ‘Chestnut Street Station 
and delivered up their revolvers. Officer Ho- 
gan was, to the best ot my 
knowledge, detailed on special duty 
in citizen’s clothes last night. I iden- 
tify the deceased as having been arrested sev- 
eral times during life on various charges. His 
character was nvotorious.’’ 

The next witness called was 

OFFICER WILLIAM D. HOGAN, 
wbo made the following statement: 

I am a police officer and have been connected 
with the Mctropolitan Department for the past 
three years. Last night by order of mg precinct 
Sergeant, Boyd, rT was assigned to special duty 
dressed in citizen’s clothes. My territory was 
between Pine and St. Charlies streets and on 
Fifth and Sixth streets. I made one 
arrest during the evening, and went 
downto the Chestnut Street Police Station, 
where I met Acting-Chief Lee. He authorized 
me to go over in the nr eigbbo: nuood 
of Eleventh and Chestnut Ri.ee's, 
which ldid. On my return! wentto the cor- 
ner of Sixth and Pinestreets, whcreI found a 
colored man standing in a doorw ay. Ue ac- 
costed me ° I then in- 
formed him that nai ie ne a himselt 
under arrest. After a short struggie, during 
which I, having noclub, was oblived to draw

; my revolver, he surrendered and we started to
